pamphlets  relating  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation,  Infantile 
Paralysis  and ^ Measles,  prepared  by  the  Central  Council  for 
Education,  w/ere  distributed  at  Post  Offices  and 
other  suitable ^ places  in  your  district.  These  pamphlets, 
which  were ^ available  free  of  charge  to  the  public,  urged 
tne  necessioy  of  children  being  protected  against 
diphtheria,  or  described  the  main  signs  of  Infantile 
Paralysis  and  Measles,  and  suggested  the  precautionary 
measures  which  should  be  taken  in  suspected  cases,  until 
the  family  doctor  had  been  consulted. 

The  building  of  the  new 

reservoir  commenced  in  the  previous  year,  was  almost 
completed^ by  the  end  of  1948.  The  question  of  installing 
a  filtration  plant  however  was  deferred  for  the  time 
being  on  account  of  the  high  cost.  Generally  speaking  the 
standard  of  purity  of  the  water  for  domestic  supply  was 
satisfactory.

rive  eX“Army  huts  were  used  as  living  accommodation  during 
1948,  but  every  effort  is  being  made  to  re-house  these 
families  in  more  suitable  premises.  It  is  expected  that 
in  1949  all  will  have  been  offered  alternative  accommodation. 

Good  progress  in  the  erection 
of  houses  on  the  Council's  Highfield  Estate  was  reported 
during  1948;  by  the  end  of  the  year  120  houses  had  been 
completed,  and  another  44  were  under  construction.

Sanitary  conditions  of  the  area  and  for  his  ready 
co-operation  since  my  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.

According  to  the  records  in  the  Department  50 
p-hildren  were  immunisod  during  the  year,  520  children  in 
the  Council's  area  under  the  age  of  15  years  had  completed 
a  full  course  of  immunisation  at  any  time  up  to  31st  December 
1948,  These  figures  can  be  regarded  as  minimal  in  that  many 
children  are  immunised  privately  by  their  family  doctor  and 
no  records  in  such  instances  are  received  in  the  Department. 


Conditions  generally  have  been  good.  Attention  has 
been  given  to  all  complaints,  and  these  have  been  remedied 
without  recourse  to  legal  action.  Rat  infestation  has  been 
dealt  with  by  a  rodent  operative  especially  employed  for  this 
purpose.  Collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  weekly, 
except  for  the  outlying  properties  where  collection  is  made 
monthly.  During  the  year  the  following  food  stuffs  were 
surrendered  for  destruction,  being  unfit  for  human  consumption
